The graduation exorcises of the gram- 


mar schools were held in ihc_ opera house 
Tuesday evening. There was a large at- 
tendance and good order was maintained 
throughout. Tho stage was beautifully 
.rimmed with evergreens and flowers in 
front and tho high settees filled with the 
;irls dressed in white »nd the boys in 
slack eave a very pleasing aspect. The 
exercises opened with prayer by Rev. H. 
B. Foskett. A chorus was sung and tho 
regular program was carried out, Taofte 
who took part are deserving of the high- 
est praise, for all rendered their declama- 
tions and essays in a manner that was es- 
pecially fine. Dr. H. B. Holmes made a 


few remarks that were appropriate and

and eight is 33, At the latter two schools 
about 20 scholars are sent from Zyloniti 
to Renfrew and from Maple Grove to 
Commercial street, yearly.

that when pupils reach these grades they 
have reached the legal age for employ-j 
ment and so either through the parents' 
indifference or the child's own apathy 
they are allowed to leaves school for tho 
mill and thus are deprived of the gram- 
mar school education, which, ought to be 
accorded every child in town.

to continue through tho high school, he 
presented the pupils with their diplomas 
and the exercises closed with the singing 
of America, Following is a list of the 
graduates from the grammar to the pre.
